A FOJ1.1SB BILL. 


The JODBNAL agrees with the Enter- 


pnie in its oponion of Assembly bill 
No. 29, which profe9.es to regulate the 
practice of medicine in this State. "It 
provides for au, examination of appli- 
cants to practice medicine, and ap- 
points a board to conduct the examin- 
ation*, the members to serve witboat 
pay. As tbe examinations would prob- 
ably last a week, no physician at 
prest.nl in Nevada could leave bis 
patients and donate bis services for 
that length of time. The examinatious 
would only be a faroo, as any physician 
could take a boy into his office and 
coach him so that he could pass the ex- 
amination. 


••The bill is opposed by every reput- 


able physician in the State of both 
schools, and this faot alone should 
cause tbe measure to be defeated. If 
the bill is passed it would cause re- 
potable physicians to move elsewhere, 
and as we have a good medical corps in 
Nevada we should show them every 
consideration and not try to drive 
them away," 


In fact we do not believe in any 


legislative regulation relative to the 
practice of medicine. Tbe writer re- 
members f.ben the present law was 
enacted, he ridiculed it in a paper with 
which be was connected at that time, 
in a certam Nevada town. The law 
only requires a diploma from some 
msdioal college to enable the holder to 
practice medicine in tbe State. A 
medical friend expostulated against 
our ridicule, saying that the law would 
be a protection to regularly educated 
pbysioiane and would shut out such 
pretenders as Dr. 
, a quack who 


couldn't spell "baker1' with a diction- 
ary. 
The writer made the medicx! 


gentleman a friendly bet that if the 
bill passed Dr. 
would be practic- 


ing again in less than six weeks after 
its passage. The bill passed,and Dr. 
— 
made a trip east and in lees than 


three weeks retnined with a "diploma" 
from some jarkwater medical iustitn- 
tioo and resumed his practice tbe same 
as before the enactment of tbe law. A 
female practitioner in tbe same town 
sent east by mail and procured a di- 
ploma mp.de out in unexceptionable 
Latiu, but in the masculine gender all 
tbe way through. Tne proposed law. 
if it could be made operative, would 
only make it easier and lesa expensive 
to manufacture ignorant doctors), as 
applicants could legally qualify them- 
selves for killing people without leav- 
ing the State. 


The medical profession is the same 


as any other. It is a question of the 
survival of the fittest, and, in our opin- 
ion, no law that could be enacted would 
prove the slightest protection against 
incompetent practitioners.
